Electoral 
Reform Asked 
by Nixon

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pfesi* 


dent Nixon has called for limit- 
ed electoral reform, but has 
stopped short of endorsing the 
direct popular vote system that 
has wide backing in Congress. 


Observing that the present 


electoral vote system "isdeeply 
rooted in American history," 
Nixon c a u t i o n e d Congress 
against trying to abolish it, 


Instead, he said in a message 


to Congress Thursday, electoral 
reform should aim at dividing 
each state's electoral vote "in a 
manner that may more closely 
approximate the popular vote 
than does the present system." 


Nixon thus threw his support 


to some form of proportional 
distribution 
of the electoral 


vote, a reform generally backed 
by conservatives as an alterna- 
tive to the one-man, one-vote 
approach of the direct popular 
election. 


Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., lead- 


ing backer of the direct popular 
vote, reserved comment on the 
Nixon message, sent up to Capi- 
tol Hill late in the day. 


But Sen. Hugh Scott, R-Pa., 


said 
Nixon's 
message 
would 


give impetus to "long-awaited 
congressional action" to bring 
about reform of the electoral 
college system. 


Nixon said in the past he has 


favored dividing the electoral 
vote 
among the presidential 


candidates in the same propor- 
tion as they divide a state's 
electoral vote, but that he is not 
endorsing 
any 
specific 
plan 


now. 


Another aiproach, he noted, 


calls for awarding one electoral 
vote for each congressional dis- 
trict carried by a candidate, 
with two votes going to the 
statewide popular winner. 


Under either of these plans 


Nixon would have defeated John 
F. Kennedy in 1960, although un- 
der the proportional plan he 
would have fallen seven votes 
short of the 270 electoral voted 
needed for a majority. 


In his message to Congress 


Nixon proposed dealing with 
such a problem by providing 
that a winning candidate need 
get only 40 per cent of the elec- 
toral vote to become president. 


If no candidate gets 40 per 


cent, he said, there should be a 
nationwide popular run-off elec- 
tion between the two top candi- 
dates. 


Nixon also proposed eliminat- 


ing the individual electors who 
now cast their state's ballots in 
the electoral college. Under his 
plan a state's electoral vote 
would be awarded automatical- 
ly on the basis of the popular 
vote.

Thursday, 26 students and 13 of- 
ficers were injured and police 
had arrested 14 youths and a 
girl. The clash began when po- 
lice tried todispersedemonstra- 
tors who harassed a meeting of 
university regents.

student rebels invaded the pres- 
ident's office at Roosevelt Uni- 
versity shouting demands for a 
black studies program.

At Berkeley a noon rally led 


to a march by the 2,000 demon- 
strators across the campus and 
then back to Sproul Plaza where 
they resisted police attempts to 
break them up. Then the tear 
gas hit. 


The battle escalated as dem- 


onstrators threw cherry bombs, 
rocks and bottles at police who 
pushed steadily forward. Taking 
to the streets the crowd threw 
up makeshift barricades and lit 
bonfires. 
Police replied with 


thick clouds of pepper fog. 


At Stanford University across 


San Francisco Bay minority stu- 
dents disrupted the bookstore 
and cafeteria only two hours 
after being promised that most 
of their demands would be met.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Sen. 


George S. McGovern says his 
investigation of malnutrition in 
the nation shows a change of at- 
titude in Congress and the White 
House Indicating a real "com- 
mitment to end hunger in the 
United States." 


"The climate is much better 


than it was two years ago" 
when widespread hunger was 
first reported, the South Dakota 
Democrat said in an interview. 
McGovern heads a special com- 
mittee 
studying malnutrition 


and health. 


In the First place "there 


seems to be a more favorable 
attitude 
in

branch," he said, noting Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Clifford Har- 
din's agreement Wednesday to 
provide free food stamps to im- 
poverished people In two South 
Carolina counties, 


Normally, the stamps, which 


are exchanged for food, have to 
be paid for. 


"If we can get the concept esd 


tablished that the poorest people 
ought to get fed for free," Me-

A second indication of chang- 


ing attitudes cited by McGovern 
was the Senate overriding Us 
Rules Committee recommenda- 
tion to cut his committee's 
budget from $250,000 to$15,000. 


"This indicates a change in 


Congress' attitude," McGovern 
said. 


McGovern said that the com- 


mittee's hearings, as well as 
such things as television docu- 
mentaries have helped increase 
public awareness of hunger.

One often hears a person 


say, "There's nothing wrong 
with my heart. My electro- 
cardiogram 
didn't show a 


thing," or "I had a chest X 
ray and there's no trouble 
there." S u c h an attitude 
shows a lack of understand- 
ing of the true value of X 
ray and other diagnostic pro- 
cedures. These tests offer 
your doctor valuable clues 
about your health or lack of 
it but they do not make the 
diagnosis for him. 


It is possible, but very un- 


likely, for a man whose elec- 
trocardiogram is normal to 
die of a heart attack the day 
after it was made. This is 
because the ECG tells us 


nothing about the state oi the 
coronary arteries that sup- 
ply the heart muscle. It is 
only when an obstruction in 
one of these arteries severe- 
ly damages the heart muscle 
itself that the ECG changes 
will show up. 


This is why tests some- 


times have to be repeated 
and compared with the re- 
sults of previous tests and 
why your doctor must weigh 
them against results of a 
careful evaluation of your 
complaints, together with the 
findings of a physical exam- 
ination before he can make 
his diagnosis. In the last an- 
alysis your doctor is the best

A — Surprisingly enough, 


most fruits and vegetables, 
even though they have a tart 
taste, 
will alkalinize your

The acid formers include 
fish, fowl, red meat, nuts 
and sweets.

Blood in the stool 
may be caused by piles or 
amebic dysentery. A com- 
bination of the two symp- 
toms, however, is strongly 
suggestive of cancer of the 
rectum A thorough examin- 
ation without delay is in 
order.

Supermarket

JERUSALEM (AP) * A pow- 


erful explosion shattered Jeru» 
salem's biggest supermarket to* 
day as about 200 shoppers were 
stocking up for the start of the 
Sabbath at sundown. Two unl* 
verslty students were killed and 
an Australian major and seven 
women were wounded. Three of 
the women were reported in se- 
rious condition. 


Police Minister EHahu Sasson 


said the "vile attack" was linked 
to the Arab guerrilla attack Tues- 
day on an Israeli airliner In Zu- 
rich, Switzerland, 


"Somebody standing next to 


me was virtually blown to bits," 
said 
Yosef 
Pollshuk, 
who 


worked behind the meat coun- 
ter, He said the explosion blew 
him over. 


In the supermarket building, 


across the street fram the King 
David Hotel, was broken glass 
and groceries were splattered 
all over the walls and floors. All 
the windows were blown out. 


Another package of about two 


and a half pounds of explosives 
was found in a candy box on the 
wine counter, police said. It was 
timed to go off an hour after the 
first explosion. 


An Arab employe of the su- 


permarket was held for ques- 
tioning. 


Police said a smaller bomb 


was discovered near the British 
Consulate half a mile away. It 
was detonated In a field. 


Three months ago 12 persons 


were killed and 55 injured in a 
pre-Sabbath blast. On that Fri- 
day Arab guerrillas detonated a 
car packed with explosives In 
Jerusalem's 
largest 
market 


square. It, too, was jammed 
with shoppers. 


As they did then, Israeli po- 


lice set up roadblocks today be- 
tween the Jewish and 
Arab 


quarters of Jerusalem to pre- 
vent retaliatory attacks on the 
Arabs. Border police in ar- 
mored cars patrolled the twist- 
ing, narrow streets of the Arab 
quarter. 


There was a steady exodus of 


Arabs who work in west Jerusa- 
lem for the Israelis. They hur- 
ried back to the safety of their 
homes. 


Meanwhile, 
Baghdad 
Radio 


announced that Iraq had execut- 
ed the noncommissioned 
army 


officer who headed the Israeli 
spy ring from which seven 
members were executed Thurs- 
day. 


The eighth man put to death 


previously had been reported 
still at large. Baghdad Radio 
did not say when he was tried, 
sentenced or executed, but It 
identified him as Najat Kazem 
Khourshld. 


The Iraqi government said the 


seven men executed Thursday 
were Moslems, but eyewitnesses 
who saw the bodies hanging in 
Baghdad's 
Liberation 
Square 


said a large white paper on the 
chest of one read "The Spy 
Imad Hannoush Gerge— Student 
-Christian." 


The seven bodies hung in the 


square close to the Tigris River 
for 10 hours. Thousands of Ira- 
qis flocked to see them as Bagh- 
dad 
Radio 
repeatedly 
an- 


nounced the news of the execu- 
tions. 


Four of the seven were civil- 


ians who were hanged while 
three military men died before 
a firing squad In an army camp 
outside the capital.

$19 Million 
in Tax Hikes 
Pass Senate

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Senate today recalled 
from the House the administra- 
tion's corporate Income tax bill 
it thought It had passed late 
Thursday but found today that 
it might have required more 
votes for approval than It got. 


The bill was one of three tax 


measures voted on quickly late 
Thursday. 
One of the others 


would Increase the cigarette 
tax three cents and the third 
would levy a 15 per cent tax 
on cigars. 


Combined, 
the three bills 


would raise about $19 million 
a year, with the corporate in- 
come tax producing about $12.5 
million of that amount. 


Lt. Gov. Maurice Britt, the 


Senate's presiding officer, ruled 
Thursday 
that the corporate 


bill required only a majority 
for passage, and it received a 
20-14 
vote, but today Britt said 


he believed he was in error and 
that the bill required a three- 
fourths majority for passage, 
of 27 affirmative votes. 


Sen. Richard Earl Griffin of 


Crossett, sponsor of the bill, 
said he and Britt were misled 
by the statute books which show 
that 1941 was the year in which 
the corporate tax was approved. 
The statute book didn't say that 
the 1941 act superceded any 
other corporate tax, but statute 
books show that a corporate tax 
was on the books in 1929. 


A 
1935 amendment to the 


state Constitution requires a 
three fourths vote to increase 
any tax in existence before 
1935. 


The Senate today expunged 


the record of Thursday's vote 
on the corporate bill so that it 
could be brought up again for 
consideration. 


The Senate also adopted an 


amendment by Griffin today to 
set the tax at four per cent on 
the first $25,000 of taxable in- 
come and set a rate of seven 
per cent on Income In excess 
of $25,000.

No Sign U.S. Economy 
Is Slackening, the 
Public Is Assured

WASHINGTON (AP) - the 


Commerce Department says in- 
dicators were uniformly bullish 
in January, showing no signs of 
the long-awaited —and predict- 
ed—slackening of the economy. 


"All of the broad economic 


measures now available were 
up over the preceding month," 
said the department, including 
employment, wages and sala- 
ries, industrial production, re- 
tall sales and housing starts. 


"Wholesale prices advanced 


sharply according to advance 
reports," said the department's 
monthly summary of the busi- 
ness situation. "In credit mar- 
kets, 
heavy demands coupled 


with restrictive monetary policy 
brought interest rates to new 
peaks." 


The report made no reference 


to last week's meeting In Paris 
of the Organization for Econom- 
ic Cooperation 
and Develop- 


ment, at which U.S. officials 
were quoted as saying the long 
awaited slowdown was at last 
developing. 


"In general, we are on the

Mixed Drinks 
Bill Rejected

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas House r e j e c t e d 
the administration's controver- 
sial local option mixed-drink 
bill Thursday despite a closing 
speech which hushed the cham- 
ber. 


Rep. Thomas Sparks of For- 


dyce, declaring that he may 
never get re-elected, said he had 
felt "a compulsion on this thing 
like I've never felt before." 


"The question is whether we 


drink it out of a glass in a 
civilized manner or whether we 
drink it out of a sack," Sparks 
said shortly before the proposal 
fell in a 40-56 vote, with 51 
votes needed for passage. 


More than a score of the law- 


makers spoke on the bill dur- 
ing the debate 
which lasted 


two hours 15 minutes. 


Although defeated, the meas- 


ure was kept alive for three 
days when Rep. Leon Hoisted 
of North Little Rock gave no- 
tice of reconsideration. 


"We are locked in Row by a

Sparks declared. He urged the 
members 
to 
"throw off the 


shackles of this superficial the- 
ology." 


The opposition 
to the bill 


arose early when Rep. Jimmy

he would not recognize Hunt 
for the motion.

WASHINGTON (AP) - De- 


fense officials say they think the 
Soviet Union has decided to de- 
ploy an orbital bomb system in 
space. 


They indicate that accumulat- 


ing evidence, presumably gath- 
ered from 
Soviet tests moni- 


tored 
by the United 
States 


points toward the Krenlin's in- 
tention to mount the program, 
called a Factional Orbital Bom- 
bardment System. 


This conclusion comes only a 


month after Cark M. Clifford, in 
his final report as secretary of 
defense, said the United States 
was uncertain about Soviet use 
of the FOBS. 


Pentagon sources said, how- 


ever, the Clifford statement re- 
flected assessments made In the 
last months of 1968. 


An FOBS would be boosted 


into a low orbit, generally about 
100 miles 
above Earth, and 


would be fired by remote con- 
trol at ground targets before 
completing its first circuit. 


The low altitude would enable 


the orbital bomb to avoid detec- 
tion by U.S. early warning ra- 
dar.

Battleship 
May Leave 
War Zone

SAIGON 
(AP) - Military 


sources said today the world's 
only active battleship-the USS 
New Jersey—will depart In 
March after a six*month tour off 
the coasts of North and South 
Vietnam and may not return to 
the war. 


The sources said her depar* 


ture does not represent a de-es- 
calation of the allied war effort. 


But after six months in Long 


Beach, 
Calif., 
for repairs, 


maintenance and retraining of 
her crew, the 56,000-ton battle- 
wagon may not be needed in 
Vietnam, depending on the prog- 
ress of the Paris peace talks, 
the sources said. 


The New Jersey was brought 


out of mothballs in 1967 as a $50 
million experiment to test the 
effectiveness of her 16-inch guns 
against targets in North Viet- 
nam. The United States was 
then escalating its bombard- 
ment of the North, and the Navy 
said the 23-mile range of the 
New Jersey's guns would cover 
many of the targets then being 
hit by warplanes. Use of the 
battleship could reduce Ameri- 
can jet plane losses then run- 
ning about one a day, the Navy 
explained. 


By the time the New Jersey 


arrived In Vietnam last Sept. 30, 
President Johnson had limited 
air and surface bombardment of 
North Vietnam to the country's 
narrow southern panhandle. The 
Pentagon said the battleship's 
big guns were still needed to hit 
well entrenched North Viet- 
namese artillery which was har- 
assing the U.S. and South Viet- 
namese posts below the demili- 
tarized zone. 


A month later Johnson halted 


all attacks on the North, and the 
enemy artillery attacks from 
above the DMZ stopped. Since 
then the battleship has made oc- 
casional attacks on North Viet- 
namese bunkers and antiair- 
craft guns in the DMZ which at- 
tacked 
U.S. 
reconnaissance 


planes. She also has bombarded 
shore targets In South Vietnam 
In support of American or South 
Vietnamese ground troops. A 
number of military experts con- 
sider that the U.S. 7th Fleet's 
ample supply of destroyers and 
cruisers can carry out such mis- 
sions satisfactorily, and a lot 
cheaper.
